Her lyrics, which make Britney Spears sound like Tori Amos, con- 
sist of: “partyin’ and partyin’ ... yeah,” and the intentionally grammar- 
averse “we so excited.” 

Despite “Friday’s” rise into the top 100 on iTlmes, I don’t know of 
anyone who has been able to get through the entire track the first 
time without stopping to question the meaning of life.

So far, the site claims more than 200 reg- 
istered users. 

“We’re trying to change the ages-old 
stereotype that UChicago students are 
severely sexually deprived. Wth that in 
mind, if you’re looking for where fun 
comes to die,’ you’ve come to the wrong 
place,” according to the site created by a 
group of undergrads. Instead, the site’s tag- 
line is “where fun comes to thrive.” 

The University of Chicago has no com- 
ment about the site. An e-mail request for 
an interview with the site’s creator went 
unanswered. 

UChicago Hookups, which launched 
last month, had 77 posts as of Thursday. 
Anyone can read them, but only registered 
users can send private messages.

Officials: 
Radiation 
at O’Hare 
not a threat

Federal officials found traces of radiation on 
United and American airlines jets that arrived 
at O’Hare from Tokyo on Wednesday but later 
determined that the planes’ cargo and passengers 
were not at risk. 

As concerns mount about the radiation spew- 
ing into the atmosphere from Japan’s crippled 
nuclear reactors, US. Customs and Border Pro- 
tection said it had begun monitoring airline and 
maritime traffic for radiation contamination 
“out of an abundance of caution.” 

Mayor Daley acknowledged Thursday that 
inbound flights from Tokyo had set off radiation 
detectors at O’Hare, but he offered no details 
and said federal officials will be handling the situ- 
ation. 

“Of course the protection of the person com- 
ing off the plane is very important in regards to 
any radiation, especially within their families and 
anything else,” Daley said at a news conference to 
discuss his trip to China this week. 

Customs officials detected trace elements of 
radiation on cargo containers on two flights that 
landed at O’Hare from Tokyo’s Narita Interna- 
tional Airport on Wednesday and an additional 
flight operated by American Airlines into Dallas- 
Ft. Worth International Airport. 

Officials quickly determined that the pack- 
ages were safe, sources said. On the two Ameri- 
can flights, the isotope discovered was consistent 
with that emitted by medical devices, and the 
jets were quickly returned to service, said Tim 
Smith, spokesman for the Dallas-based carrier.

Shooting for the stars 


Adler would roll out 
red carpet for shuttle

Hoping to create a little last-minute hoopla 
for its cause, Adler Planetarium on Thurs- 
day unveiled plans for a dramatic lakefront 
glass pavilion that it proposes to build if 
it obtains one of the soon-to-be-retired 
NASA space shuttles. 

The Adler is one of 20 museums in the 
running to get one of two orbiters up for 
grabs. Endeavor and Atlantis. NASA will 
reveal the two museums that will get those 
shuttles April 12, the 30th anniversary of 
the first shuttle space flight. 

“Chicago is the best place in the Middle

West for a shuttle,” Adler President Paul 
Knappenberger said after revealing an 
elaborate “concept” drawing of the kind of 
building the city and Adler would build on 
a parking lot west of the planetarium. 

NASA announced last year that it was 
sorting through proposals from 21 institu- 
tions around the country that were willing 
to raise nearly $30 million to pay for ship- 
ping and assembly of one of the shuttles 
and for a protected exhibit area. 

NASA since has promised the oldest 
shuttle, the Discovery to the Smithson- 
ian’s National Air and Space Museum in 
Washington. 

Adler’s proposal for a shuttle was aided 
by a space shuttle advisory committee 
headed by Chicago-area resident and

Obama reassures public 


□ WASHINGTON President Obama said 
Thursday that he was “heartbroken” over 
events in Japan but was offering resources to 
help the Japanese recover as well as to keep U.S. 
citizens out of harm’s way 

In a statement at the White House, Obama 
noted that the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion on Wednesday called for U.S. citizens to 
evacuate the area to beyond a 50 -mile radius of 
the stricken plants in northeastern Japan. 

That figure exceeds the 12.4-mile evacuation 
radius and 18. 6-mile shelter radius called for 


by the Japanese government. Obama said the 
stricter U.S. recommendation was “based upon 
a careful scientific evaluation.” 

He also noted that the government has au- 
thorized the voluntary departure of family and 
dependents of U.S. officials in northeast Japan, 
and he called on all U.S. citizens in Japan “to 
carefully monitor the situation.” 

The crisis poses little risk to people in the 
US., he said. 

“Whether it’s the West Coast, Hawaii, Alas- 
ka or U.S. territories in the Pacific, we do not 


expect harmful levels of radiation,” he said. 
“That’s the judgment of our Nuclear Regula- 
tory Commission and many other experts.” 

He added that public health experts do not 
recommend that people in the U.S. take pre- 
cautionary measures beyond staying informed. 

Though U.S. nuclear plants “have undergone 
exhaustive study and been declared safe for any 
number of extreme contingencies,” Obama 
said that, in light of the disaster, he has asked 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission to carry 
out a comprehensive review of the plants. 


Smart phone 
war heats up 

Android phones vs. iPhones— it’s 
the smart phone equivalent of the 
Boston Red Sox vs. the New York 
Yankees. And two recent studies on 
which has the speedier Web browser 
—two studies that contradict each 
other— are providing more fuel to 
the fire. 

According to a new study released 
Thursday from Blaze Software, Web 
pages load 52 percent quicker on the 
Samsung Nexus S running Google’s 
Android 2.3, also known as Android 
Gingerbread, than the Apple iPhone 
4 running iOS 4.3— both the latest 
phones running the latest versions of 
their respective operating systems. 

But, as PC World magazine point- 
ed out, the Blaze study contradicts a 
report released last month from Go- 
mez, a company owned by Detroit- 
based Compuware. The Gomez 
study found that Apple’s iPhone 
loaded Web pages an average of 
17 seconds faster than phones run- 
ning Google’s Android OS. 

While Apple fans could point to 
the Gomez study and Google devo- 
tees could tout the Blaze report, PC 
World said both prove that mobile 
browser tests are overall unreliable. 

“With real-world testing, there are 
too many variables, such as network 
congestion and server problems,” PC 
World said. “... In any case, if you’re 
complaining that your super-futuris- 
tic smart phone renders pages a sec- 
ond or two slower than the competi- 
tion, you may want to step back, take 
a walk and rethink your priorities.”

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Have name-brand beers met their generic match?

Beer for 50 cents a can? Believe it. 

Walgreens has been selling its own beer— a pale lager called Big Flats 1901 that 
clocks in at $2.99 for a six-pack— for a little longer than a month now. 

Following in the footsteps of store-brand beers such as Jewel-Osco’s Buck Range 
Light, y-Eleven’s Game Day Light and Costco’s Kirkland brand, the chain is capital- 
izing on a growing demand for inexpensive, accessible beer. 

lengthy beer list. 

“We go through 40-50 cases of PBR a week, 
which is a lot,” Boiler Room manager Andy 
Gould said. “PBR accounts for about half of the 
beer we sell.” 

That “quantity, not quality” slogan is just fine 
for Owen Donnelly and Sam Jordan, the men 
behind the Chicago BYOB blog byobandits. 
com, where they blog about local culture. For 
the pair, cheap beer isn’t a just a throwback can 
but a way of weekend life. Their cheap case of 
choice? Icehouse or Icehouse Light, which gen- 
erally top out at under $20. 

“We stay away from Coors and Miller Light 
and that whole middle-tier category” said Don- 
nelly 25. If they’re not indulging in something lo- 
cally brewed, the duo would rather go for some- 
thing on the lower-price end. 

“I don’t trust beer that puts so much money 
toward their marketing,” said Jordan, 24. ‘And re- 
ally Icehouse tastes just the same, if not better.” 

For his part, Gould doesn’t blame customers 
for looking for a bargain (PBR cans at Boiler 
Room are part of a $7 special that also includes 
a slice of pizza and a shot of Jameson), but he 
hopes patrons mix up their drink of choice. 

“Personally, I’m not a beer snob,” Gould said. 
“But if all you’re drinking is PBR, I do think 
you’re missing out on taste.”

It couldn’t have come at a more convenient 
time: The Wall Street Journal reported last 
month that revenue for private-label goods, 
including store-brand beer and other merchan- 
dise, rose 2 percent last year, while branded gro- 
cery items saw a i percent decline. But is bar- 
gain beer worth it? 

While the “cheaper than gum” brew has been 
mocked by some— including Stephen Colbert, 
who coined that phrase— Walgreens says there 
is demand for the product. 

“In this tough economy consumers are look- 
ing for value and ways to make their money go 
further,” Walgreens spokesman Robert Elfinger 
said. And at about 50 cents per can. Big Flats 
1901 leaves plenty of change for pretzels and 
Solo cups. 

Phil Kuhl, beer director at Fountainhead in 
Ravenswood, begs to differ. He said you get 
what you pay for with more expensive craft 
beers: quality 

“{Craft brews] typically have a higher alcohol 
content, and basically there’s much more actual 
stuff in your beer,” Kuhl said. “Heartier ingredi- 
ents mean you’re going to feel it more.” 

While beer lovers might turn their noses at 
the thought of value brews, there definitely is a 
market for booze that won’t break the bank.

Sustainable sipping 

Our landlocked nature hasn’t kept Chicago’s dining scene from 
leaning seafood-centric these days, with openings from Kingfisher in 
Andersonville to Fish Bar in Lakeview. But with all the evidence out 
there about contamination from mercury and other pollutants, plus 
serious depletion of certain species because of poor fishing practices, 
it can be confusing to make the right seafood choices. 

Fortunately, there are a few great guides to make these choices 
easier; my favorite is the wallet-size Midwest guide from the Mon- 
terey Bay Aquarium (download it at montereybayaquarium.org). 

At Kingfisher, a seafood restaurant that’s BYOB for the next couple 
of months as it awaits a liquor license, recent specials have included 
Virginian striped bass ($23.50), a “best choice” on the guide. The 
everyday menu features blue crabcakes ($9.95) and farmed Manila 
clams in an herbed butter and white wine sauce ($12.00) as starters, 
both of which are considered body- and eco-friendly seafood choices. 
Lake perch ($19.75) farm-raised catfish ($14.50) are among the 

sustainable— and substantial— entree selections. 

As with fishing, some wineries practice better farming methods 
than others. In Fine Spirits’ Shane Kissack (5418 N. Clark St. 773-506-9463) is known for 
selecting wines from low-impact, sustainable producers, such as Oregon’s Dominio IV, which 
farms biodynamically and makes a 2009 viognier (Dragonfly Rising, $21) and a 2007 pinot noir 
(Rain on Leaves, $23). He recommends them as a great white-and-red pair to bring to King- 
fisher. Both are versatile, fresh and unfussy— just perfect with great seafood.

Simon Pegg and Nick Frost may not be as geeky as their sci-fi-loving 
characters in their new film, “Paul,” but they can relate to the espe- 
cially close relationship. 

“We live in our own little world and we have our own little gags,” said 
Pegg, who also co-wrote the movie with Frost, “and we can be in a crowd 
of people and they can not understand what we’re saying to each other.” 

That shorthand bond already has served the long-time, off-screen 
friends —Pegg said Frost knows him better than his wife does —in cult 
classics such as the zombiefied “Shaun of the Dead” and action-movie

‘Paul’ (R) British comic book geeks 
Graeme (Simon Pegg) and 
Clive (Nick Frost) came to 
the U.S. to go on a road trip 
touring UFO hotspots. They didn’t expect to 
pick up Paul, a laid-back, Seth Rogen-esque 
alien (conveniently voiced by Rogen) that 
is being hunted by government officials 
(Jason Bateman, Bill Hader, Joe Lo Truglio). 


The buzz: Pegg’s previous scripts with di- 
rector Edgar Wright (“Shaun of the Dead,” 
“Hot Fuzz”) were sharp, funny genre send- 
ups that became worthy additions to the 
films they’re referencing. Without Wright, 
Pegg and co-writer Frost enlist director 
Greg Mottola (“Superbad”). 

The verdict: Kristen Wiig’s endearing liveli- 
ness as a deeply religious woman whose 
beliefs change after meeting Paul nearly 
saves the movie, which rarely rises above 
mildly funny. Most of “Paul” just feels lazy, 
with jokes about people thinking Graeme 
and Clive are gay and constant nods to, 
but no skewering of, sci-fi movies (Reese’s 
Pieces, “E.T.,” we get it). An alien encounter 
would be memorable; “Paul” is forgotten 
before you get to the car.

It’s about 
obsessing about someone, albeit negatively 
when love is positively So to play two charac- 
ters that hated each other would probably be 
as easy because ... 

NF: We have an idea about these two guys 
who hated each other so much the final scene 
was them {bleeping]. They just hated each 
other so much that the only way they could 
get over it was just to {bleep]. 

SP: On a burning boat. 

Do you believe in life on other planets? 

SP: I would bet everything I own that there 
is life on other planets. Because there surely 
must be. But I don’t believe in them visiting. 

I don’t believe that they’d land in spaceships 
and stick their fingers up our {bleeps]. I think 
the distance between our planets is just too 
great to traverse. We think we’re capable of 


anything and we’re not. We’re just flesh and 
blood and we can’t make those distances and 
we probably never will unless we somehow 
figure out teleporting. 

NF: Even then, where are you going to tele- 
port to? 

SP: Exactly 

NF: Even bacteria on a rock somewhere is 
alien life. It doesn’t have to come down here 
and stick its fingers up our {bleeps]. 

SP: It can if it wants. 

NF:It can if it wants, you know 
SP:IfI came to Nick and said, “Nick, I got 
abducted my aliens,” it would really freak 
Nick out ’cause he’d have to believe me ’cause 
he knows I always tell him the truth.

Someone said, “What do you think Ameri- 
cans on the road trip thought about you guys 
being English?” We said, “They probably 
thought we were gay” 

SP: As Sacha Baron Cohen highlighted in 
“Borat” and particularly “Bruno,” there is a 
vein of male heterosexuality here which is ex- 
tremely uptight and extremely homophobic. 
And Europe is just a lot more laid-back when 
it comes to physicality between guys. Person- 
ally I would worry if I was frightened of being 
able to, if I felt weird when I hugged Nick. 

NF: I’d be frightened too, by the way 
SP: It would be like, “Maybe there’s some- 
thing I’m worried about.” Whereas we’re 
just really at ease with ourselves. I have no 
confusion about who I am and what my 
sexuality is. 

NF: Are you asking us or telling us? 

SP: I’m trying to tell myself If I was gay and 
Nick was gay, then we’d definitely be married. 
NF: Oh, yeah, absolutely 
SP: But sadly we’re not.

The buzz: The script, adapted 
from a novel by Michael Connelly 
(“Blood Work”), comes from John 
Romano, who also struggled to adapt 
“Nights in Rodanthe.”

The verdict: Two big reasons why “Certified 
Copy” isn’t a masterpiece: The interminably 
single-minded opening 40 minutes, in which 
the words “original” and “copy” are said so 
many times you could make a drinking game 
out of it. Second, people are not pieces of art— 
we change over time, art doesn’t— so to analyze 
the value of both as possibly a matter of percep- 
tion is comparing apples and oranges.

Pee-wee looks older (Reubens is now 59, after all), but the bow 
tie-wearing Peter Pan hasn’t changed beyond that. He’s still filled 
with childlike wonder and bratty sass, trading gags with all his familiar 
friends, including Cowboy Curtis (Phil LaMarr), Miss Yvonne (Lynne 
Marie Stewart), Mailman Mike (John Moody), Sergio (Jesse Garcia) 
and, of course, Chairy Conky, Pterry and Jambi. 

The show definitely lives in a time capsule, with Reubens and com- 
pany joking about the Sham Wow and Bumpit. He does score when 
bringing up gay marriage, and makes a clever blink-and-you’ll-miss-it 
reference to his own indecent exposure arrest 20 years ago. 

Many viewers might require more plot over silliness, or some kind 
of statement about how children, or the world they live in, have 
changed over the past 30 years, but that’s not what Pee-wee ’s about. 

The secret word is “fun.” So aaaagggghhhhh!
